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FOR  1960 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

My  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1960  follows  the  requirements  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  set  out  in  Circular  1/61  and  also,  in  the  words  of 
the  same  circular,  it  deals  with  “the  main  features  of  the  year  including 
any  feature  of  special  topical  interest.”  This  as  always  I endeavour  to 
do  in  my  introduction  but  owing  to  my  preoccupation  with  problems 
connected  with  the  Delegation  Scheme  it  has  of  necessity  this  year  to  be 
briefer  than  previously.  Nevertheless  I believe  I have  drawn  attention 
to  the  most  important  matters  which  have  occupied  my  and  the 
Public  Health  Department’s  attention  in  1960. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for  mid-1960  is 
69,870  a negligible  difference  from  his  estimate  for  1959.  Owing  to 
the  employment  of  mechanisation  in  the  calculation  of  the  recent 
census  returns,  it  is  possible  to  give  a preliminary  figure  for  that  date — 
72,843 — a rise  of  some  3,000  since  the  previous  census  in  1951 — 4.  8%. 
Hove  has,  therefore,  participated  in  the  migration  to  the  south  and 
south-east  coast  but  to  a lesser  extent  than  some  of  the  inland  towns 
where  rises  between  25%  to  60%  are  recorded.  There  was  a 16% 
increase  in  the  number  of  households — 26.5%  increase  in  private 
dwellings.  East  Sussex  has  the  highest  proportion  of  females  to 
males,  1,287 — 1,000  due  to  the  high  rate  of  employment  of  women 
and  the  large  proportion  of  retired  people  amongst  which  women 
predominate. 
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Births  and  Deaths 

There  has  been  a slight  rise  in  the  total  number  of  births  allocated  to 
the  Borough — 755  (700  in  1959)  which  is  reflected  in  the  Birth  Rate 
12.64  as  against  11.72.  The  total  number  of  Infant  Deaths  rose  from 
7 to  11  which  increased  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  from  10.00  to  14.06. 
This  increase  is  not  significant  in  view  of  the  small  numbers  included 
an  opinion  which  is  borne  out  by  an  investigation  of  the  causes — the 
usual  ones  of  Prematurity  and  Congenital  Malformations.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  Measles,  W hooping  Cough  nor  Diphtheria  and 
no  Maternal  Deaths. 

The  deaths  decreased  from  1,335  to  1,264  and  in  consequence  the 
Death  Rate  fell  from  11.67  to  11.03.  This  again  I believe  was  for- 
tuitious  since  Cancer,  Heart,  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  are  all  diseases  affecting  the  elderly.  Of  the  Cancer 
Deaths  51  involved  the  lungs — the  same  number  as  in  1959,  2/3rd  of 
which  were  in  Males.  Deaths  resulting  from  motor  accidents  were 
14 — 2 up  and  suicides  fell  from  19  to  12.  Once  again  the  most 
favoured  methods  were  inhalation  of  coal  gas  or  by  an  overdose  of  one 
of  the  barbituate  group  of  drugs  and  this  year  the  female  sex  pre- 
ponderated. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  table  on  Page  12  calls  for  no  special  comment — 1 case  of 
Poliomyelitis — non-paralvtic  and  a rather  smaller  number  of  cases  of 
Measles.  There  was  one  interesting  case  which  caused  some  anxiety 
in  the  matter  of  diagnosis— a middle  aged  man  who  whilst  on  a visit 
to  a town  in  the  north  of  England  developed  a sore  throat.  He  was 
not  seriously  ill  and  returned  home  the  next  day  when  his  throat 
showed  a membrane  which  on  a direct  smear  from  the  throat  swab 
showed  some  typical  Diphtheria  bacilli.  The  culture,  however,  on  a 
variety  of  media  completely  failed  to  grow  any  organisms  and  he  made  a 
rapid  recovery  from  his  clinical  symptoms.  No  other  members  of 
his  family  or  contacts  were  affected  and  all  swabs  taken  from  them 
proved  negative.  V\  hether  the  heavy  dosage  of  Penicillin  he  had  been 
given  inhibited  the  growth  or  whether  the  diphtheria  bacilli  revealed 
on  the  smear  indicated  merely  a carrier  condition  must  be  a matter 
for  speculation. 

By  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Regulations,  1960,  Anthrax 
was  added  to  the  list  of  infectious  diseases  notifiable  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  Previously  it  had  been  regarded  simply  as  an 
Industrial  Disease  reported  only  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Factories. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  records  for  the  year  1960  were  kept  in  a slightly  different  form 
from  the  previous  year  so  that  it  is  not  easy  to  make  comparisons, 
but  in  addition  to  the  4,382  who  received  their  2 injections  some  2,872 
received  the  3rd  which,  as  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  had  to  be 
given  not  earlier  than  7 months  after  the  2nd.  That  our  own  Clinics 
have  kept  pace  with  the  demands  is  shown  by  the  small  total  of  83 
who  were  awaiting  their  first  injections  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  Ministry  of  Health  has  now  prescribed  a 4th  or  final  booster 
dose  limited  to  children  up  to  the  age  of  12  and  at  the  same  time 
expressed  the  hope  that  this  should  be  completed  before  the  summer 
when  Poliomyelitis  is  more  likely  to  be  present.  By  intensive  efforts 
on  the  part  of  the  staff  it  will  be  found  possible  to  complete  this  before 
the  schools  break  up  for  the  summer  vacation. 

Hospital  Development  Plan 

After  the  opposition  aroused  by  the  previous  Hospital  Development 
Plan  for  Brighton  and  Hove  area  which  envisaged  merely  the  bolstering 
up  of  Hospitals  100  years  or  so  old,  the  South  Eastern  Region  Hospital 
Board  produced  an  amended  scheme  which  if  its  development  is 
proceeded  with  reasonably  quickly  will  receive  general  commendation. 
It  includes  the  development  of  the  Sussex  County  Hospital  and  the 
Brighton  General  Hospital,  with  an  Accident  Centre  and  a new 
Maternity  Unit  together  with  a new  hospital  for  Hove  with  350  beds, 
ultimately  to  be  increased  by  the  inclusion  of  the  new  Sussex  and 
Children’s  Hospital  to  505.  The  Hove  Town  Council  in  accepting 
the  plan  expressed  the  hope  that  so  far  as  the  2 older  Hospitals  were 
concerned  that  it  would  include  a substantial  rebuilding  and  modernisa- 
tion programme  and  also  that  it  would  be  well  to  secure  the  land  in 
Hove  before  all  the  suitable  sites  were  disposed  of. 

Joint  Committee  on  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  general  position  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  this  area  conformed 
to  the  experience  of  previous  years — low  figures  for  most  of  the  year 
with  rises  in  the  records  of  gauges  on  the  sea  front  exposed  to  the 
south-south  westerly  gales.  The  deposits  of  coal  dust  on  properties 
in  the  streets  adjacent  to  the  front  again  provided  most  of  the  complaints 
and  renewed  attempts  were  made  to  devise  measures  to  minimise  its 
occurrence.  The  joint  Committee  paid  visits  to  both  the  Power 
Station  and  the  Gas  Works  where  large  dumps  of  coal  and  coke  are 
housed  and  also  discussed  with  the  officials  possible  measures  for 
reducing  the  dissipation  of  dust  in  the  atmosphere. 

Dr.  Barker,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Southwick,  and  I paid 
a special  visit  to  the  Gas  Works  with  a view  to  discussing  specific 
proposals  which  included  the  raising  of  the  containing  wall  on  the 
north  side  of  the  works  and  the  installation  of  some  form  of  sprinkler 
system  for  damping  down  the  coal  and  coke.  We  had,  however,  to 
accept  the  representations  of  the  Board’s  Officers  that  both  of  these 
measures  were  impractical— the  former  because  of  the  enormous 
expense  and  the  latter  because  of  the  danger  of  internal  combustion. 
Not  all  the  coal  dust  arises  from  these  sources — a certain  amount 
must  come  from  lorries  passing  along  the  Kingsway  and  special 
attention  has  been  paid  by  the  Contractors  to  covering  the  loads 
with  tarpaulins  before  they  leave  the  collecting  point. 

Meat  Content  of  Sausages 

Under  war-time  controls  the  meat  content  of  sausages  was  fixed  at 
65%  but  in  1953  that  order  was  revoked  and  since  that  date  there  has 
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been  no  standard  which  could  be  used  as  a basis  for  evaluating  their 
nutritional  value.  Representations  have  been  made  at  different 
times  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  to  define  a 
standard  but  they  have  always  resisted  the  claim  on  the  grounds  that 
whilst  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  estimate  the  total  meat  content  in  a 
particular  sample,  it  is  not  possible  to  differentiate  between  pork  and 
beef.  They  also  appear  to  hold  the  opinion  that  price  and  meat 
content  go  together — our  experience  in  Flove  does  not  altogether 
bear  out  that  contention.  In  the  absence  of  a fixed  standard  the 
taking  of  proceedings  for  deficient  meat  content  becomes  something 
of  a gamble  and  the  Committee  have  now  decided  to  inform  manu- 
facturers of  pork  sausage  that  they  expect  them  to  contain  at  least 
65%  minimal  meat  content. 

Underground  Rooms 

A summary  of  the  progress  made  in  dealing  with  basements  is  set 
out  on  page  22  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  Waterloo  Street,  Upper 
Market  Street,  Brunswick  Terrace  and  the  greater  part  of  Brunswfick 
Bkee  had  been  surveyed  and  appropriate  remedial  measures,  except 
for  the  rehousing  of  tenants  for  those  totally  unfit,  completed.  The 
rehousing  programme  was  much  in  arrears  so  that  by  the  end  of  1960 
none  of  the  60  units  allocated  for  this  purpose  had  been  completed. 
In  view  of  this  and  the  uncertainty  as  to  how  many  occupants  would 
accept  alternative  accommodation  when  at  length  it  could  be  offered, 
a change  from  the  original  programme  of  a complete  survey  of  this 
south-east  area  stretching  from  the  eastern  boundary  to  Holland 
Road,  was  recommended  to  and  accepted  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee.  A preliminary  survey  of  the  remaining  basements  in 
this  area  is  to  be  carried  out  with  a classification  into  urgent  and 
non-urgent — only  the  former  being  dealt  with  immediately.  In 
addition  bad  basements  in  any  part  of  the  town  are  to  be  inspected 
and  their  occupants  eligible  for  rehousing  in  the  units  originally 
designed  for  those  dispossessed  from  the  survey  area.  Basement 
surveys  and  the  appropriate  measures  are  a slow  business  and  by  this 
change  of  policy  it  is  hoped  to  promptly  deal  with  the  worst  basements 
in  any  part  of  the  town. 

In  my  report  of  1959  1 referred  to  what  so  far  as  Hove  is  concerned 
could  only  be  regarded  as  a retrograde  step  taken  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  in  lowering  the  standards  of  fitness 
under  the  Underground  Room  Regulations.  Correspondence  and 
interview  took  place  with  the  officials  of  the  Ministry  when  it  was 
stressed  that  Hove  had  always  been  lenient  in  waiving  minor  degrees 
of  non-compliance  and  great  difficulty  would  be  experienced  in  con- 
trolling the  designation  of  individual  rooms  when,  as  under  the 
proposed  new  regulations,  the  standard  varied  with  the  use  to  which  a 
room  was  to  be  put.  The  question  is  still  under  discussion  but  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  Ministry  will  see  fit  to  meet  some  of  the  objections 
raised  and  pressed  by  Hove. 

Standards  of  Houses  let  as  Lodgings 

The  Public  Health  Committee  afters  its  experience  in  dealing  with  a 
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few  of  the  worst  examples  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  decided  to  adopt  a 
standard  for  sanitary  accommodation,  cooking  and  food  storage, 
based  on  those  accepted  for  improvement  grants.  These  are  : — 

Premises  occupied  as  single  room  flatlets 
1 W.C.  to  every  4 occupiers. 

Sink  or  washbasin,  with  mains  water  supply,  a cooker 
and  ventilated  food  store  for  each  unit  separately 
occupied. 

Families  of  2 or  more  persons — 

1 W.C.  for  each  2 units  of  occupancy. 

Other  facilities  as  above. 

Miscellaneous  Matters 
Pollution  of  Bathing  Beaches 

Much  controversy  arose  and  some  heat  engendered  by  the  publica- 
tion of  a report  by  a special  committee  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  on  their  investigation  of  the  risks  involved  in  bathing  in 
sewage  polluted  sea  water.  All  coastal  resorts  in  England  and 
Wales  discharge  their  sewage  mostly  untreated  into  the  sea  and  in 
some  populations  have  increased  enormously.  The  Committee 
spent  five  years  on  the  task  and  surveyed  over  40  beaches  and  their 
final  conclusion  was  that  with  the  exception  of  a few  aesthetically 
revolting  beaches  the  risks  occurred  by  bathers  was  negligible.  They 
specially  investigated  the  incidence  of  the  infectious  diseases  Polio- 
myelitis and  Enteric  Fever  and  by  comparing  the  number  of  cases 
arising  as  between  bathers  and  non-bathers  they  came  to  the  opinion 
that  the  difference  was  so  slight  as  to  be  negligible.  So  far  as  Flove 
is  concerned,  particularly  since  the  alteration  in  the  discharge  of  the 
Shoreham  outfall  as  a result  of  the  alterations  to  Shoreham  Ffarbour, 
it  can  be  said  that  there  is  a complete  absence  of  any  visible  sign  of 
pollution.  Nevertheless  in  setting  up  standards  of  hygiene  in  other 
phases  of  human  activities  we  do  not  depend  upon  the  scientific 
evidence  of  cause  and  effect — there  is  no  ultimate  scientific  proof  that 
flies  do  in  fact  convey  infection  by  settling  on  food  stuffs,  but  we  do 
insist  on  their  absence  because  it  offends  our  aesthetic  sense  and  they 
might  be  the  vehicle  of  the  passage  of  infection.  In  the  same  way  and 
by  the  same  line  of  reasoning,  we  ought  to  insist  that  all  sewage 
discharged  into  coastal  waters  and  particularly  estuaries  should  be 
treated  and  rendered  innocuous  before  disposal. 

Noise  Abatement  Act 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  November  27th,  1960  and  although 
it  is  a step  in  the  right  direction,  it  cannot  be  considered  to  be  very 
helpful  in  controlling  noise  or  vibration  arising  from  industrial 
undertakings,  and  it  does  not  deal  with  that  major  source  of  dis- 
turbance caused  by  aircraft.  Noise  as  such  is  regarded  as  a Statutory 
nuisance  and  can  be  dealt  with  as  such  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
although  there  is  no  actual  definition  of  the  term  and  in  consequence 
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any  proceedings  taken  in  enforcement  of  abatement  must  be  regarded 
as  something  of  a gamble.  There  is  a clause  in  the  Act  that  permits 
not  only  the  Local  Authority  but  three  or  more  aggrieved  residents  to 
take  action  before  a Magistrate.  Many  of  the  disturbances  complained 
of  are,  however,  limited  to  works  and  factories  and  in  these  cases 
there  is  an  escape  clause  which  permits  the  offender  to  claim  that  he 
has  taken  all  reasonable  steps  to  control  its  effect.  In  the  absence  of 
any  scientific  or  expert  evidence  to  rebut  this  claim,  proceedings  in 
the  court  are  not  likely  to  be  successful. 

Local  Government  Act,  1958 

Further  negotiations  with  both  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  the  County  Council  took  place  during  the  year  and 
the  scheme  for  Delegation  of  Health  and  Welfare  functions  received 
approval  just  in  time  for  it  to  be  brought  into  operation  on  April  1st, 
1961.  The  new  Committee  was  formed  and  held  its  first  meeting  on 
April  6th,  1961,  but  for  some  considerable  time  to  come,  particularly 
in  the  matter  of  estimates,  various  problems  of  administration  will 
fall  to  be  resolved.  However,  it  can  be  said  that  the  various  services 
including  those  newly  delegated  are  functioning  satisfactorily  and 
efficiently. 

Public  Health  Inspectorate 

In  one  of  the  paragraphs  of  my  Annual  Report  for  last  year  I 
mentioned  the  difficulty  of  filling  vacancies  in  Hove  because  of  the 
dearth  of  applicants  and  the  more  realistic  salaries  paid  by  many 
other  Local  Authorities.  This  problem  was  resolved  temporarily  by 
upgrading  2 posts — those  dealing  with  Underground  Rooms  to  Grade 
III,  the  District  Inspectors  being  retained  on  the  special  scale. 

General  Conclusions 

Throughout  the  year  a large  portion  of  my  time  has  been  taken  up  in 
devising  ways  and  means  of  changing  over  to  the  new  form  of  organi- 
sation envisaged  by  the  Delegation  Schemes  for  Health,  Welfare  and 
Education  and  I am  greatly  indebted  to  all  members  of  the  staff  and  in 
particular  those  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  routine  of  the  various 
services  for  relieving  me  of  any  anxiety  on  that  score.  Dr.  Martin, 
my  Deputy,  Mr.  Churcher  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Mr.  Peet  the  Senior  Administrative  Officer  deserve  especial  mention 
in  this  connection.  Finally  I should  like  to  include  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  wffio  have 
again  accorded  me  their  wholehearted  support  and  encouragement.
